The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in
senate and assembly, do enact as follows:

SECTION 1. That section 2342, of the revised property rights.
statutes is hereby amended so as to read as fol- Semen
lows: Necec'on 2342, Any marrvied female may
receive by inheritance, or by gift, grant, devise
or bequest from any person, and hold to her
sole and separate use, and convey and devise,
real and personal property, and any interest
and estate therein of any description, includ-
ing all held in joint tenaney with her husband,
and the rents, issues and profits in the same
manner, and with the like effect as if she were
unmarried; and any convevance, transfer or lien
executed by either husband or wife to or in fa-
vor of the other shall be valid to the same ex-
tent as between other persons.

SEcTION 2. This act shall take effeet and
be in force from and after its passage and pub-
lication.
